T"*He Author dedicates this Book to Dr Peter Hotton 
and Dr Cafper Commelin, two eminent Phyjicians, 
and very expert Herbarijis, the firft, Botanick Profeffbr 
of the Leyden Phyfick Garden, the other of Amfterdam^ 
having received feveral favours from them the laft year, 
when he was to vifit the curious Gardens in Holland. 

In his Preface to the Reader he fays we muft not 
wholly lay the Charatterijlical diftin&ion of Plants, in 
the Seeds or Flowers alone, but oftentimes on the whole 
Plant, and to prove it he gives you fome inftances of 
9 or 4 Plants whofe Flower or Seed do not wholly an- 
fiver the general Rule. He alfo advifes the Lovers of 
Botany to be very wary in the diftin&ion of the Plant* 
Qymnofperma from the Angiofpertna, efpecially fuch 
whofe Flower produces but one Seed. The laft gene- 
rally are inclofed with a treble covering, whofe outer 
Coat may be taken away without detriment to the Seed, 
which you cannot without prejudice do to the firft or 
Gymnofperm£ y which have only two Skins : This he 
promifes to demonftrate very clearly in fome Tables he 
will fuddenly publilb in relation to the affinity of 
Plants, which he will bring into fuch a method, that 
many unknown Families, a? well as fingle Plants, mall 
be hereby redue'd into fuch a method, as will not eaiily 
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admit of any Anomalous or Heteroclite Tribes. He con- 
eludes with a grateful acknowledgment of fuch Perfons 
who have communicated either Plants or Seeds to him; 
amongft thefe, f befides the two before-mention'd) are 
Dr John Bohm, a Phyfician at Venice, and a Skilful 
Botanift.

Amongft the Botanick Booh, the Author mentions a 
Manufiript Herbal which he has, of that laborious Na- 
tmalifttConradus Gefner in 3 vol. containing the lively 
Paintings of Exotic^, as well as Alpine Plants,with fliort 
defcriptions to themj the fame Book I find lately taken 
notice of in Dr Tournefort's Inftitutiones Rei herbaria?, 
p. 66\. communicated to him by the afore-mentioned 
curious Botanift Dr Sherard , who faw it at Nuremberg 
in the Author's hands. 

Let us now bring you into the Garden, where at the 
fame view you are entertained with variety of Plants 
both Foreign and Domejiic^, amongft them feveral very 
rare. Thefe he ranges in an Alphabetical order, giving 
you feveral fynonyms to each, particularly thofe of the 
two great Botanick Brothers, John and Cafpar Bauhines, 
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Matthiolm, Column^ Clujius, with feveral other Foreign- 
ers, aad in many places our alio celebrated Country- 
men, as Gerrard Parkfnfon, Johnfon, with the worthy 
Mr Ray, Morijf.m, Plukenet, Sloan, &c. He generally 
adds 10 each Plant its Jeafon of Flowring t and place where 
it naturally grows, and if a Native, where,and its Ger- 
man name, and whether Annual or Perennial, and Some- 
times a comparative diftin&ion,and often whether ever 
green, or lofes its Leaves.To e&chGenus he gives you the 
feveral chara&erifticks of Mr Ray, Dr Morifon, Her- 
man, Amman and Rivinus^ to which he adds a general 
defcription of each Species, with the Culture and beft 
way of propagating, encreafirig and preferving each Fo- 
reign Plant; to many of the laft he has given entire 
Defcriptions, and alfo very good Figures, moft of them 
being rare, it may not be amifs to give a Catalogue 
oi them in the fame Alphabetical order we find them.
